A bulletin received just as wo go 
to press says: 
San Juan surrendered at 6 o’clock 
last evening.

A telegram dated at St.

DEWEY'S GREAT 
VICTORY 
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BATTLE AT MANILA. 
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St. Paul, May 10. The following ac­ 
count of the battle of Manila,, taken 
from the Pioneer Press, was written 
by tho New York Ilera1d*s special cor­ 
respondent, who witnessed the light 
from 
tlit* 
bridge 
of the 
flagship 
Olympia: 
Manila. May I 
Not one Spanish flag 
flies in Manila bay to-day. 
Not one 
Spanish warship float's except as our 
prise. 
More than 2*#) Spanish dead 
and 500 to 700 wounded attest to tho 
accuracy of tin* American lire. 
Com­ 
modore Dewey attacked the Spanish 
posts at Cavite 
this 
morning. 
He 
swept five timed 
along the lino and 
scored one of the most brilliant suc­ 
cesses In Modern warfare. 
That our 
loss is trifling adds to the pleasure of 
victory 
without 
detracting from Its 
value. 
The number of hits our vessels 
received proved how brave and stub­ 
born was the defense made by the 
Spanish forces. 
Mirac ulous as it may 
nppenr, none of our men wore killed, 
and only eight wounded. 
Those who 
were wounded suffered only slight in­ 
juries. 
Commodore Dewey arrived off 
Manila bay last night and decided to 
ent« r the bay at once. 
With a!! lights 
out the squadron 
Stf Qllltd l ul u llocn r ru •>«l«* 
with crews at guns. 
It w a s Just 8 
o’clock, a bright,, moonlight night; but 
the flagship passed Corregldor island 
w ithout u sign being given that the 
Spuulards were aware of its approach. 
Not until tho flagship was a mile be­ 
yond Corregldor was a gun tired. Then 
one heavy shot went screaming over 
tho Raleigh and the Olympia, followed 
by a second, which fell further astern. 
The Knleigh, the Concord and the Bos­ 
ton replied, the Concord’s shells explod­ 
ing appare ntly exactly inside the shore 
battery, which tired 
no more. 
Our 
squadron slowed down to barely steer- 
ago way, „nnd the men w ere allowed 
to sleep alongside tiieir guns. Commo­ 
dore Dewey had timed our nrrvnl so 
t h a t we were within live miles of the 
city of Manila nt daybreak. 
We sight­ 
ed the Spanish squadron,,, Rear Ad­ 
miral Mmdejo commanding, off Cavite 
(pronounced Kavcctay, with the ac­ 
cent on the “vet*”). 
H ere the Span­ 
iards had a well equipped navy yard 
called Cavite nrseual. 
Admiral Moutc- 
Jo’s flag was flying on the 3,500 ton 
protected cruiser Reinn Christina, The 
protected cruiser Castilla, of 3,200 tons, 
was moored ahead, and cstrru, to the 
port battery and to seaward,, were the 
cruisers Don 
Juan de 
Austria, Don 
Antonio do ITlion, lsia de Cuba, Isla tie 
Luzon, Quiros, Marquis del Onero and 
Gen. Lezox. 
These ships and tin* flag­ 
ship remained under way during most 
of the action. 
With the 
l u l l e d M u t e * F I iir I l y i n « 
at all their mastheads, our ships moved 
to tlie attack 
in line ahead 
with a 
speed of eight knots', fir*: passing in 
front of Manila, where the action was 
begun 
by three 
batteries 
mounting 
guns powerful enough t»» send a shell 
over us at a 
distance of 
live miles. 
The Concord’s guns boomed out a re­ 
ply to these batteries with two shots. 
No more were tired, because Commo­ 
dore Dewey 
could not 
engage with 
these batteries without selling death 
and destruction Into the crowded city. 
Ah we neared Cavite two very power­

were exploded 
ahead of the flagship.

minutes past 5 o’clock. The Spaniards 
evidently had misjudged our position.

I m m e d i a t e ( a m p u l ) . ’, n, 
such as could not lie waged by live or 
ten thousand soldiers. 
It is also to be 
noted that preparations made by the 
quarterm aster’s department 
and the 
commissary department, so far as it Is 
disclosed by actual orders indicate th at 
provision is being made for mobilizing 
and 
transporting and feeding many 
thousands of men outside of the Unit­ 
ed States. 
With a view to systematiz­ 
ing the great work of mobilizing the 
forces and putting them in service, the 
w ar department lias planned u scheme 
which it is 
believed will 
very much 
hasten the work of getting the men to­ 
gether 
and 
equipping 
them, 
while 
avoiding any congestion of the railroad 
traffic such ns is always to bo appre­ 
hended in cases of war. 
Instead of 
allowing nil the troops called for from 
a particular state to be assembled and 
broken in at the 
rendezvous the de­ 
partment is instructing its mustering 
officers to complete the organization of 
regiments as rapidly as possible, and 
as soon as one is organized, to report 
the fact to the department, when tho 
regiment will La* ordered at once to tho 
point selected 
for concentration, 
hi 
this way the government will 
be re­ 
lieved gradually in the 
D l M t r l h u i i o n o f Store* * 
w hich will la* called for only as fast as 
they arc needed. The men also will be 
more amenable to discipline 
when, 
quickly transferred 
to the concentra­ 
tion points outside their own states. 
It is the expectation that the first regi­ 
ments organized and reported from the 
states will 
be sent 
to Chattanooga* 
thonee 
going 
to Cuba, 
via 
Mobile, 
Tampa. New Orleans and Galveston, 
for expeditions will be dispatched from 
each of these ports. The governor of a 
state will have no hand in the designa­ 
tion of tin* regiments to go to particu* 
lltr concentration camps. The designa­ 
tion 
xvill 
be dependent 
upon 
1 lie 
promptness with which the volunteers 
arc organized and are ready for tran s­ 
portation. 
Probably about one third of 
the entire levy called for by the presi­ 
dent, or about 40,000 troops xvlll con­ 
stitute the force to be sent South to 
take part iu the first Cuban service, 
following the regular army forces. An­ 
other third of tin* total call will be as­ 
signed to the defenses of the coast and

Gen. Miles 
has pre­ 
pared a scheme changing the boundar­ 
ies of the present departments to fa­ 
cilitate tbe working out of this plan, 
and it is now l>ef<>ro Secretary Alger 
for improvement.

continue to he very encouraging.

Manila, May I. Not one Spanish flag 
flies in Manila bay to day. 
Not one 
Spanish warship floats except as our 
prize. 
Moro than 200 Spanish dead 
and 500 to 700 wounded attest to the 
accuracy of the American fire. 
Com­ 
modore Dewey attacked the .Spanish 
posts at Cavite 
this 
morning. 
He 
swept five times 
along the lino and 
scored one of the most brilliant suc­ 
cesses in Modern warfare. 
That our 
loss is trifling adds to the pleasure of 
victory 
without detracting from its 
value. The number of hits our vessels 
received proved how brave and stub 
born was the defense made by the 
Spanish forces. Miraculous as it may 
appear, none of our men were killed, 
and only eight wounded. 
Those who 
were wounded suffered only slight in 
Juries. Commodore Dewey arrived off 
Manila bay last night and decided to 
enter the bay at once. 
With all lights 
out the squadron 
Steamed Into U ornsm nd* 
with Crewe at gum?. 
It was just 
o’clock, a bright,, moonlight night; but 
the flagship passed Corregidor island 
without a sign being given that the 
Spaniards were aware of its approach. 
Not until tho flagship was a mile be­ 
yond Corregidor was a gun fired. Then 
one heavy shot went screaming over 
tho Raleigh and tho Olympia, followed 
by a second, which fell further astern 
The Raleigh, the Concord and the Bos 
ton replied, the Concord’s shells explod­ 
ing apparently exactly inside tin* shore 
battery, which tired 
no more. 
Our 
squadron slowed down to barely steer 
ago way, „nnd the men were allowed 
to sleep alongside their guns. Commo 
dom Dewey had timed our a m a l sc 
th at we were within live miles of the 
city of Manila at daybreak. We sight 
od the Spanish squadron,,, Rear Ad 
m ind Montejo commanding, off Cavite 
(pronounced Kaveetay, with the ac 
cent on the “vee”). 
Here the Span 
lards had a well equipped navy yard 
called Cavite arsenal. Admiral Monte 
Jo’* flag was flying on the 8,DOP ton 
protected cruiser Reinn Christina. The 
protected cruiser Castilla, of 3,200 tons, 
was moored ahead, and astern, to the 
port battery aud to Benward,, were the 
cruisers Don 
Juan de 
Austria, Don 
Antonio do Dllon, Isla de Cuba, Isla de 
Luzon, Quires, Marquis del (Micro and 
Cen. Lezox. These ships and the flag- 
tdiip remained under way during most 
of the action. 
With the 
lu lle d Mille* Finis Flying 
at all their mastheads, our ships moved 
to the attack 
in line ahead 
with a 
speed of eight knots, first passing iii 
front of Manila, where tile action was 
begun 
by three 
batteries 
mounting 
guns powerful enough to send a shell 
over us at a 
distance of 
five miles. 
The Concord’s guns boomed out a re­ 
ply to these batteries with two Bhuts. 
No more were fired, because Commo­ 
dore Dewey 
could not 
engage with 
these batteries without selling death 
ami destruction into the crowded city. 
As we neared Cavite two very power­ 
ful submarin, 
mines 
were exploded 
ahead of the flagship. 
This was six 
minutes past 5 o’clock. The Spaniards 
evidently had misjudged our position.

marked results. Three of the enemy's 
vessels were seen burning and their 
fin* slackened. 
On finishing this run 
Commodore Dewey decided to give the 
men breakfast, as they had been at the 
guns two hours with only one cup of 
coffee to sustain them.

Washington, May IO - There is the 
best authority for the statem ent that 
the day having passed without a re­ 
port from Admiral Sampson., the navy 
department does not expect to hear 
from it for several days. ’The authority 
for this statement is fully acquainted 
with Admiral Sampson’s plans, and the 
remark would seem to indicate t Hat 
the admiral having failed to find the 
enemy 
at the 
place expected 
had 
turned his attention to the alternative 
project. W hat this is cannot be ascer­ 
tained. 
It is expected, however, that 
the department Is under no apprehen­ 
sion'as to the safety of the admiral's 
fleet, nor of any 
vessel of tile fleet. 
The war department saw fit to gratify 
the universal desire and 
inform the 
country through the press just where 
the veteran state volunteer organiza­ 
tions are to be concentrated. 
It is 
the first time that any official state­ 
ment has been made as to the points 
of concentration themselves.

It is also to be 
noted that preparations made by the 
quartermaster's department und the 
commissary department, so far as it is 
disclosed by actual orders indicate that 
provision is being made for mobilizing 
and transporting and feeding many 
thousands of men outside of the Unit­ 
ed States. W ith a view to systematiz­ 
ing the great work of mobilizing the 
forces and putting them in service, the 
war department lias planned a scheme 
which it is 
believed will very much 
basten the work of getting the men to­ 
gether and 
equipping them, 
while 
avoiding any congestion of the railroad 
traffic such as is always to be appre­ 
hended in cases of war. 
Instead of 
allowing all the troops called for from 
a particular state to be assembled and 
broken in at the rendezvous the de­ 
partment is instructing its mustering 
officers to complete the organization of 
regiments as rapidly as possible, and 
as soon as one is organized, to report 
the fact to the department, when tho 
regiment will be ordered at once to the 
point selected for concentration.

Which will be called for only as fast as 
they are needed. The men also will be 
more amenable to discipline when 
quickly transferred

URGE SPAIN TO 


SUE FOR PEACE

Washington, May 12 - As a result of 
'the Spanish reverse at Manila, leading 
mein hers of the diplomatic corps, rei>- 
resenting some of tin* most influential 
of the great powers of Europe have 
unofficially 
exchanged 
views on the 
opportunities of a movement, dictated 
by the most friendly spirit and in the 
interest of peace, toward urging upon 
Spain the futility of further prosecut­ 
ing the war and inducing her to sue 
for peace on the basis of the relinquish­ 
ment of Cuba, the promise* of a war in 
demnity ami the 
occupation 
of .Ma­ 
nila by Admiral I>ewey until the war 
indemnity is paid, 
it was stated by 
one of the most influential members 
of tin* diplomatic corps, an am bassa­ 
dor, that such a step by Spain was the 
logical result of the crushing Spanish 
defeat at Manila, and that Spain her­ 
self should be the tirst to recognize it 
as a measure of her own self preser­ 
vation and self protection. 
Her best 
friends In the family of nations ought 
to urge it upon Spain, this am bassa­ 
dor said, and if it were not for the 
■ chaotic condition of affairs at Madrid, 
lie felt 
that 
such 
peace overtures 
would 
be 
welcomed 
there. 
With 
Spanish politics in their present dis­ 
ordered state and a revolution impend­ 
ing, he di<I not know whether the men 
at the head of the government were 
strong enough and 
brave 
enough to 
save Spain by a herois sacrilice oi her 
pride. 
Unless they did, he said, tin* 
disaster of Manila would bo repeated, 
for il was now patent to the world that 
Spain’s military and 
naval strength 
was greatly inadequate to cope with 
the forces of tin* 
United States, and 
Spanish pride would ultimately 
lie LI ii in It I * <1 I n t o P e n c e 
on far more severe 
terms than she 
might lie aide to obtain now. 
While 
expressing this view with much posi- 
tdveness, it was put forward only as 
tentative and not as a move which the 
European powers had actually begun. 
At tlie same time it indicates a new 
trend of feeling among leading for­ 
eign 
representatives 
in Washington. 
'Their discussion lias been entirely un­ 
official and without advices from their 
o w n governments, but it is said that 
Spain’s plight is such at the present 
moment that a movement on the otli- 
•er side may begin at any time toward 
inducing Spain to make terms for (dos­ 
ing the war. 
In such a move, it is 
pointed out, these powers which have 
been friendly 
to 
Spain, particularly 
Austria and France, might well join 
in urging her to sue for peace before it 
w a s too late. 
It is said that the na­ 
tions most friendly to Spain might sut­ 
ler almost as much as Spain herself by 
a prolonging of the war and the ulti­ 
mate 
annihilation 
of Spain. 
At the 
same time those powers most friendly 
to

States, 
particularly 
Great Britain and Russia, would, it is 
believed, join in any movement prom­ 
ising to restore the peace of the world, 
Jt was stated with positiveness at sev­ 
eral of the

that intervention, in the sense of stay­ 
ing the course of the United States, 
w a s no longer being 
discussed, 
anti 
tlint only such intervention as would 
induce Spain to sue for peace was 
possible under the existing condition 
of affairs.

ments here say that Admiral Montejo 
and his entire* staff of ottieers ought to 
l<t*. and undoubtedly will be court-mar­ 
tialed for allowing themselves to be 
surprised by Admiral Dewey's fleet.

Air. Honors Francois Laino, a new s­ 
paper correspondent and a French citizen 
expelled from (Juba by ( renoral Blanco, 
arrived at Key West recently on board 
tin steamer O livette from Havana. 
He 
said w ith regard to h is experiences there 
that on Friday night, March I. at 11 
o ’clock, w hile he w as leaving the Hotel 
de 11'i; la terra in H avana, he was arrest­ 
ed by Colonel Jose Pagliori, chief of po­ 
lice of Havana, taken to the Jefutura, 
or police headquarters, 
searched, div 
prived of all his pajiers and locked up 
in a dirty cell, w here In* had to sleep on 
the floor. He continued : 
“ N ext morning at 5 o ’clock, together 
w ith ten other young men whom I did 
not know aud had never seen before, 
w ith one exception, and guarded hy 25 
soldiers of the battalion of orden pub­ 
lico w ith drawn bayonets, we were pa* 
radod through the streets of Havana to 
the w harf of ('avail* ria, taken across 1 
(Me 1 ay in a governm ent boat and final 
ly landed in a dirty, dingy and daitq 
dungeon of the Cabana fortress. 
“ Accompanied by a Spanish captain 
I was recently takt n on a govornmt 11 
boat to the steam ship O livette, and hen 
I am in Key West. 
If it had not been 
for my friends and the French consul, 1 
would not know w hy I had been de 
rained, as the Spanish officials did not 
say a word to mu about, it. 
But I have 
been able to ascertain that I have been 
accused of heading a great political plot 
which had for its purpose the blowing 
up of the Vizcaya, the k illin g of Gen 
oral Blanco, General i ’undn and Consul 
t > tieral Bee. 
A ll this m ay seem t* 
many lik e a huge joke, but the Span 
iards really believe it all. 
“ Wbeu i w as searched at the police 
headquarters, a cipher code was found 
on my person. 
The chief of police read 
on it, ‘Death of Blanco, i ’audoand Doc 
and somo other possible events of the 
kind that m ight occur, and if the press 
censor would not allow the transmission 
of the news I had m y cipher code ready 
for w riting to some friend at Key West. 
Then the chief took the paper to the 
palace and showed it to the terrified 
General Blanco and his staff officers, 
w ho congratulated him upon his great 
coup in discovering a plot iu w hich tin 
lives of so m any im portant persons wore 
in danger. 
He w ill probably be deco­ 
rated for this great service. 
“ 1 had also in m y pocket a notebook 


111 w hich I wrote all the important 
new s of the clay to cable it at night. 
Am ong the different item s w ere two 
lines that read, ‘On board tho Fern they 
are cleaning (10 rifles w hich have been 
found.’ The chief of polioe, in his w ild 
joy over the prospect of capturing the 
60 rifles w hich I10 thought were intend­ 
ed for the insurgents, did not stop long 
enough to read tho word Fern and m is­ 
took it for Teresa. 
“ Four officers were im m ediately d is­ 
patched to exam ine all tho boats in the 
bay named Teresa. It is needless to add 
that their search w as fruitless. 
The 
chief of polioe, in order to make it cer 
tain, took the note down 011 one of hifl 
own cards, w hich hy m istake lu* left in­ 
side of m y notobook, w hich he returned 
to me this morning, and w hich I intend 
to keep as a souvenir of tho occasion and 
of Spanish stupidity. 
‘During W eylor’s reign of terror J 
had the m isfortune to go through sim i­ 
lar experiences, w ith the difference that 
1 was kept 1 year, 1 month, 6 days and 
2 hours locked in the Cabanas fortress 
before the Spaniards found they had nc 
case ugainst m e. I m ust say to B lunoo’fe 
credit that in that respect ho is quickoi 
than W eyler. 
“ VVeyler returned to Spain, leaving 
behind an ocean of tears and insuperable 
m ountains of hate in every Cuban heart. 
Spain, pretending to have repented of 
her war of exterm ination against the 
Cubans, sent Blanco, m ild and meek, 
to replace the ferocious W eyler. 
He 
cam e offering the olive branch of peace 
w ith prom ises of a change in the policy 
of persecution w hich W eyler had pub­ 
licly carried out. 
T he Cubans were in ­ 
vited to return from abroad and prom­ 
ises wero made to them that they should 
not again bo m olested. B ut like all the 
promises of Spain, they were not made 
in good faith. Only a few months have 
been sufficient to prove that, as m y un­ 
fortunate com panions can testify. 
It is true that Cubans are no longer 
publicly executed, w ith brass 
bands 
playing lively Spanish airs, as in the 
days of VVeyler, but prisoners of war 
are all executed on tho quiet. 
The Cu­ 
bans detained in cities are not paraded 
through the streets in the daytim e hand­ 
cuffed and tied in long strings, but they 
are now seized in their hom es in tho 
m iddle of the night and dragged to tho 
Cabana fortress very early in the m orn­ 
ing so as to not allow the new s to spread 
and alarm the city, or else they m yste­ 
riously disappear from the Jefutura, as 
,bas been the case w ith several who have 


b e e n detained during 
these last few 
days and whose 
fam ilies are vainly 
search ing for them. 
“ The procedure of incom m unicado is 
still curried 011 as in the palm y days of 
Weyler, and the prisoners are subjected 
to the same tortures and indignities, as 
Manuel Pardo can testify, 
who 
was 
beaten by the chief of police in person 
to make him ‘confess.’ A ll these things 
are done today, when tthe Spaniards are 
reaching that they are carrying out a 
politica de atraccion (a policy of attrac­ 
tion). 
If that is today when they still 
have in tho field 60,000 armed Cubans 
to attract, w hat w ould it be if tho Cu­ 
bans were such fools as to believe their 
prom ises and lay down their arms. 
As 
long as every Spaniard considers every 
Cuban an enemy, and as long as every 
Cuban has only grievances from every 
Spaniard iu official place, how can there 
be peace iu Cuba?” — Now York Sun.

Mr. Hooore Francois La inc, a news­ 
paper correspondent and a French citizen 
expelled from Cuba by General Blanco, 
arrived at Key West recently on board 
the steamer Olivette from Havana. 
He 
said with regard to his experiences there 
that on Friday night, March 4, at l l 
o’clock, while he was leaving the Hotel 
de Inglaterra in Havana, ho was arrest­ 
ed by Colonel Jose Paglieri, chief of po­ 
lice of Havana, taken to the Jefatura, 
or police headquarters, searched, cliv 
prived of all his papers and looked up 
in a dirty cell, where he had to sleep on 
tho floor. He continued: 
“ Next morning at 5 o’clock, together 
with ten other young men whom I did 
not know aud had novor seen before, 
with one exception, and guarded by 25 
soldiers of the battalion of ordeu pub­ 
lico with drawn bayonets, we were pa­ 
raded through the streets of Havana to 
the wharf of GavalJeria, taken across 
the hay in a government boat and final­ 
ly lauded in a dirty, dingy and damp 
dungeon of tho Cabana fortress. 
“ Accompanied by a Spanish captain, 
I was recently taken on u government 
boat to the steamship Olivette, and here 
I am in Koy West, lf it had not been 
for my friends and the French consul, I 
would not know why I had been de­ 
tained, as tho Spanish officials did not 
say a word to mo about it. But I have 
been nblo to ascertain that I have beou 
accused of heading a great political plot 
which had for its purpose the blowing 
up of the Vizcaya, the killing of Gen 
oral Blanco, General Bando aud CotiHul 
General Lee. 
All this may seem to 
many like a huge joke, but the Span­ 
iards really believe it all. 
“ When I was searched at the police 
headquarters, a cipher code was found 
on my person. The chief of police read 
on it, ’Death of Blanco, Bando aud Loc,’ 
and Fomo other possible events of the 
kind that might occur, and if the press 
censor would not ullow tho transmission 
of the news I had my cipher code ready 
for writing to some friend at Koy West. 
Then tho chief took the paper to the 
palace and showed it to the terrified 
General Blanco and his staff officers, 
who congratulated him upon his great 
coup in discovering a plot in which the 
lives of so many important persons were 
in danger. 
He will probably be deco­ 
rated for this great service. 
I had ulso in my pocket a notebook 
in which I wrote all the important 
news of the day to cable it at night. 
Among tho different items wore two 
lines that read, ’On board tho Fern they 
are cleaning GO rifles which have been 
found. ’ The chief of polioe, in his wild 
joy ovor the prospect of capturing the 
GO rides which he thought were intend­ 
ed for the insurgents, did not stop long 
enough to read the word Fern and mis­ 
took it for Teresa. 
“ Four officers were immediately dis­ 
patched to examine all tho boats in the 
bay named Teresa. It is needless to add 
that their search was fruitless. The 
chief of polioe, in order to mako it cer­ 
tain, took the note down on one of hit 
own cards, which by mistake he loft in­ 
side of my notebook, which he returned 
to me this morning, and which I intend 
to keep as a souvenir of the occasion and 
of Bpanish stupidity. 
’During Weyler’s reign of terror I 
had the misfortune to go through simi­ 
lar experiences, with the difference thai 
1 was kept I year, I month, G days and 
2 hours locked in the Cabanas fortresa 
before the Spaniards found they had ne 
case against me. I must say to Blanoo’i 
credit that in that respect ho is quiokex 
than Weyler. 
“ Weyler returned to Spain, leaving 
behind an ocean of tears and insuperable 
mountains of hate in every Cuban heart. 
Spain, pretending to have repented of 
ber war of extermination against the 
Cubitus, sent Blanco, mild and meek, 
to replace tho ferocious Weyler. 
He 
came offering the olive branch of palace 
with promises of a change in the polioy 
of persecution which Weyler had pub 
Bely carried out. The Cubans were in­ 
vited to return from abroad aud prom 
lees were made to them that they should 
not again be molested. But like all the 
promises of Spain, they were not made 
in good faith. Only a few months have 
been sufficient to prove that, as my un­ 
fortunate companions can testify. 
“ It is true that Cubuus are no longer 
publicly executed, with brass bands 
playing lively Spanish airs, as in the 
days of Weyler, but prisoners of wur 
are all executed on the quiet. The Cu­ 
bans detained in cities are not paraded 
through the streets in the daytime hand­ 
cuffed and tied in long strings, but they 
are now seized in their homes in the 
middle of the night and dragged to the 
Cabana fortress very early in the morn­ 
ing so us to not allow tho nows to spread 
and alarm the city, or else they myste­ 
riously disappear from the Jefutura, us 
bas been the case with several who have 
been detained during these last few 
days aud whose families are vainly 
searching for them. 
“ The procedure of incommunicado is 
still carried on as in the palmy days of 
Weyler, and the prisoners are subjected 
to the same tortures aud indignities, as 
Manuel Bardo can testify, who was 
beaten by the chief of police iii person 
to make bim ‘confess.’ All these things 
are done today, when tthe ^Spaniards art) 
preaching that they are carrying out a 
polities de atracciou (a policy of attrac­ 
tion). If that is today wheu they Ktill 
have in the field GO,OOO armed Cubans 
to attract, what would it be if the Cu­ 
bans were such fools as to believe their 
promises and lay down their arms. 
As 
long as every Spaniard considers every 
Cuban an enemy, and as long as every 
Cuban bas only grievances from every 
Spaniard in official place, how can there 
be peace in Cuba?”—Now York San.

cessfully defended a veteran poacher. 
“ You’re a lucky scoundrel," Scott whis­ 
pered to his client when th e verdict 
vs as given. 
“ I’m just ’o your mind," 
returned th e latter, “an d I’ll send you 
a rnaukin 
(hare) 
tho 
m orn, 
man." 
Lockhart, who n a rra te s the incident, 
om its to add w heth er the “ m au k in " 
duly reached Scott, but no doubt it 
did. On a n o th e r oceision Scott w as less 
successful in his defense of a house­ 
breaker. but th e culprit, grateful for 
his counsel’s exertions, gave him in 
lieu of the orthodox fee, w hich he was 
unable to pay, this piece of advice, to 
the value of which he. the h o u se b re a k ­ 
er, could prafessionally attest: 
First, 
never to h ave a large w atch d og out 
of doors, but to keep a little >'elplng 
terrie r within; and, secondly, to put 
no trust in nice, clever g im crack locks, 
but to pin his faith to a huge old heavy 
one with a rusty key. Scott long re­ 
membered 
this 
ii c dent, 
an d th irty 
years later, at a judge’s din n er at J e d ­ 
burgh, he recalled it in this im p ro m p tu 
rh ym e:

Th© E g g Tra«l©. 
Tho Now York Sun, in a n article on ; 
the g e n e ra l egg trade, eays t h a t th e 
trade In eggs, their exportation from j 
one c o u n try to another, has become a 
large item of international commerce, 
a* some recen t figures show. 
T h e case 
of 
D e n m a r k is in point. 
D e n m a r k ’s 
trade in eggs with foreign countries, 
chiefly with E n g la n d and Scotland, has 
grown enormously. 
T w en ty years ago 
th e a n n u a l Danish export of eggs was 
600,000; now it la reckoned at 110,000,- 
000. 
I n tho sam e period th e I m p o rta ­ 
tion of eggs into England has increased 
tenfold, but only a part of tho whole i 
n u m b e r come from Denm ark, th e two 
o th er egg exporting 
countries 
from 
which E n g l a n d draws Its supplies be- i 
ing H o lla n d and France. 
F ra n c e ex- ; 
ports to 
o th e r 
countries 600.000,000 
eggs in a year, and Italy exports 500,- 1 
000,000 eggs in a year, chiefly to A us- ! 
trla an d Germany. 
The p o u ltry m e n of 
the U nited States depend chiefly on the 
e n o rm o u s h o m e market, and they have 
rivals In th e export of A m erican eggs 
in the Canadians, Canada r a n k i n g next 
to F r a n c e and Italy and ahead of Den­ 
m ark an d Holland as an egg-exporting 
country. 
C anada 
exports 
to 
other 
countries 300,000,000 eggs in a >*ear. 
F or t h e fls<*al year of 1895 the tre a su ry 
figures give the total exports of A m e r­ 
ican eggs to foreign countries at 151,000 
dozen, which is equivalent to 1.812,000 
eggs. In the fiscal year 1896, however, 
the total exportation of Am erican eggs 
increased to 328,000 dozen, or 3.936,000 
eggs, a little more than twice as much. 
T he ex p o rt figures for this year indi­ 
cate a still further increase, and 
a 
m a r k e t for American eggs 
is likely, 
therefore, to bo secured in w h a t the 
political cam paign orators are accus­ 
tomed to call, somewhat vaguely, the 
near future. 
It is a som ew hat curious 
fact t h a t th e weight of eggs is m a te ­ 
rially la rg e r in northern th a n in so u th ­ 
ern climates. 
Canadian eggs, for in­ 
stance, are heavier than those shipped 
trom th e United States, and eggs in 
tho n o r t h e r n states of this c o un try are 
heavier th a n those from the south. 
Old Irish Eggs.—And now 
Ireland 
lias a n o t h e r grievance 
a g a in st E n g ­ 
land, an d all because of the eggs which 
the fo rm e r has been sending to the la t­ 
ter country. The English dealers claim 
th a t th e eggs are more an cien t than 
honorable, and have held a meeting to 
express th e ir views. 
T he fault is not 
with the hens, but with the owners, 
who, loath to part with the eggs, keep 
th e m so long that they are fit only for 
c a m p a ig n purposes. 
The result is th at 
dealers a re buying Canadian an d con­ 
tin e n ta l eggs, and the Irish 
farm ers 
are to be instructed by circular th at 
th ey m u s t mend their ways o r keep 
their eggs. 
H ere’s a nother opening for 
the 
A m e ric a n 
business 
hen.—Rural 
New Y’orker. 


Many feeders would be saved both 
disappointm ent and loss If before send­ 
ing In cattle to m arket they would no­ 
tify their comm ission house w h a t and 
irben they are going to ship. 
Then, ir 
the commission m e rc h a n t th in k s the 
jtock would be 
benefited 
by 
longer 
feeding, or t h a t the prospect Is u n ­ 
favorable for the time the feeder ex­ 
pected to have his rattle in, he can so 
advise his client, and th u s save him 
from sacrificing his stock or getting In 
at a w ro n g time. 
Especially is this 
im p o rtan t in N ovem ber or th e begin­ 
ning of winter, when we are 
getting 
half-fat cattle t h a t ought to h ave been 
held back 30 to 60 days longer at least. 
No doubt m a n y of these look all right 
in the feed lot and appear to have good 
finish, but not 
having 
m atu red 
or 
ripened, they practically “ go to pieces” 
on the cars, and In addition to loss 
th rough heavy shrinkage, 
the 
owner 
has to accept a low price on the m a r ­ 
ket, 
We wish every sto ck m an would 
follow out this plan of giving notice a 
day or so ahead of the time he expects 
to ship. 
It works both to the a d v a n ­ 
tage of the sh ip p er and seller. 
The la t­ 
ter, being on the m a r k e t every day, 
knows just w hat the m a rk e t 
wants, 
and can judge pretty closely of near 
prospects. 
He is th us able to give his 
client the necessary advice 
and 
in­ 
formation he should have before he 
sends in his stock. 


Shipping Cattle. 
G rass cattle, as a rule, do not ship 
well. 
On the pasture they look well, 
and m a n y a buyer has been deceived by 
the app e a ra n ce of a drove of steers in 
a g ra ss field with full bite. 
To ship 
such cattle is a hard task, and it is in­ 
va ria b ly disappointing, but it has to he 
(lone. 
W h e r e convenient, It is a good 
plan to place such cattle in a pen and 
feed t h e m hay for a day or two. 
Tho 
secret of shipping all classes of cattle 
is to place them on the cars full of feed, 
but w ith as little moisture as possible. 
If you ship a steer full of w a te r he is 
apt to have loose bowels an d show up 
in th e y a r d s badly. 
Properly han d led 
cattle should arrive in the sale pens 
dry b e h in d and ready for a good fill of 
w a te r; 
n o t over-thirsty, but in good 
condition to water freely. 
M any of our 
sh ip p ers th in k that by saltin g t tie ir c a t ­ 
tle, or by feeding them oats, or by o th er 
schem ing, they can fool 
the 
buyers. 
T his is nonsense. 
The buyers are just 
as s h a r p as the owners, an d while m any 
of th e m say nothing, you often 
see 
them ride into a pen and o u t again 
w ith o u t the courtesy of a bid on this 
account. 
Dozens of times we have seen 
this happen. 
It always acts against 
the sh ip p e r to use u n n a tu ra l means. To 
e a ste rn buyers it is a m a t t e r of great 
im portance that cattle should 
be 
in 
good condition when purchased, so as 
to sta n d further shipment. 
W h e n ca t­ 
tle d r in k too freely th ey are apt to 
founder an d break down. 
In this con­ 
dition the dressed-beef m a n can use 
them , but it stops competition, and as 
a n a tu ra l consequence cattle often go 
below their value when in this condi­ 
tion. 
T h e sam e rule applies to grain-fed 
cattle, whether in pasture or dry lot, 
as to the above. 
Only they are much 
m o re easily handled in shipm ent, and 
do n o t show much 
distress 
in 
their 
changed circumstances. 
As to feed on 
the road, nothing equals good, sweet 
h a 3r. 
It beats corn or o th e r grains, be­ 
cause it is easily digested an d does not 
fever 
the 
animal. 
Simple methods 
an d simple feed are the best th a t can 
be used. 
As to water on the road, it 
is a m a tte r to be decided on according 
to th e weather. 
In m id s u m m e r care 
m u st be taken to supply an im a l wants, 
whereas, in winter a steer can go for 
m a n y hours without a drink. 
Good 
m a n a g e m e n t in this line also calls for 
the arrival of stock at the y a rd s in 
p roper time. 
From 5 to 8 a. m. is the 
best time in the day to a pp e a r upon 
the scene—the nearer the latter hour 
the better—for cattle especially always 
look better when they are tak en off the 
cars and have just been fed and; w a­ 
tered. 
Then they have a bloom upon 
them which wears off very quickly. 


Th© C o w Stahl©. 
Now th a t w arm w eather has again 
come, the cow* stables m ay receive a t ­ 
tention, and be prepared more effec­ 
tively for future occupancy. 
New s t a ­ 
bles will be built by many farmers, and 
in such cases care should be taken to 
consider all things in the plans. 
The 
old ideas of w h a t a cow stable should 
be are now being regarded with suspi­ 
cion. 
T he old style cow stable 
was 
neither light nor cleanly. 
One of the 
popular methods was and is to have it 
in the barn, ru n n in g along one side of 
the barn. 
Above the stalls was piled 
fifteen feet of solid hay, and opposite 
was a mow of hay reaching from the 
g round u p w a rd for twenty-five or t h i r ­ 
ty feet. 
This shut off all possibility of 
light on th e two sides. 
Usually the 
only light possible was a t the end of 
the barn, over the great doors, and the 
window consisted of a single tran so m 
a foot high and seven feet long, more 
or less. 
In light days w hen the sun 
was shining a twilight reigned in the 
barn, but on d a rk days the cattle were 
shut in in a gloomy prison. 
W hen 
work was to be done the doors had to 
be opened to give sufficient light. 
Such was the cow stable of the past, 
a nd such is largely the cow stable of 
today. 
It is built on the general p u r­ 
pose principle. 
It was handy, there is 
n o doubt about that. 
Hay, cow and 
m a n u re were all together in close prox­ 
imity, and if the cow kicked the miiker 
there was a general mix-up. 
T he cow ’s 
stable of the future will be a very d if­ 
ferent affair. 
In the first place there 
will be light. 
The stable should not 
be so built th a t all possibilities of light 
m u st be set aside on account of vast 
packs of hay. 
It is better to so build 
th a t the stable will have sunlight on 
at least two sides. 
Many are now be­ 
ing so con stru cted th at the cows p rac­ 
tically stand in a house of their own 
connected at one end with the barn, 
where are th e ir food supplies. 
This 
gives room for light in abundance, and 
with light conies dryness to the lloors 
and sta n d in g places of the cows. 
It is true that such a building will not 
be so w arm n atu rally as a box barn 
packed with hay, but it can be made 
warm enough a t small expense, and it 
is much healthier. 
Health and clean­ 
liness are the principal th in g s for which 
we m u st look out, and m an y other con­ 
siderations can be sacrificed to these. 


S h e e p in H anw m . 
At a K a n s a s agricultural convention 
reported for T he F a r m e r s ’ Review H. 
M. K ir k p a tr ic k talked on how and why 
K a n s a s should raise 
sheep. 
In 
the 
e astern p a rt of K ansas blue grass has 
obtained a firm foothold and gives a 
good p a stu re to sheep an d other a n i ­ 
mals. 
In th e w estern pa rt of 
the 
state the grass is shorter and is large­ 
ly buffalo grass. 
Experience in raising 
sheep is probably m ore valuable th an 
in most any o th er kind of 
stock rais­ 
ing, for th e experience obtained in the 
raising of other an im als Is not of much 
value in teaching how to keep sheep. 
I have never known a m an th a t made 
a success of sheep raising abandon the 
business. 
T he most im p o rta n t thing 
in sheep breeding 
is 
th e 
location; 
breeding even is a lesser considera­ 
tion. 
Sheep will not lie down in mud, 
and if your b a rn Is not clean and dry 
they will not lie down in it, but will 
sooner seek a snow-covered knoll. Con­ 
fining th e m to enclosures is less diffi­ 
cult th a n m a n y suppose. 
I never knew* 
one of th e m to ju m p a barbed wire 
fence. A sheep t h a t has not been taught 
to creep will be easily stopped by 
a 
fence o f four sta n d s o f barbed wire. 
If th ey have learned the trick they will 
creep th ro u g h the wires, as their fleece 
is a protection against the barbs. 
It 
is true that sheep are great scavengers, 
but th ey will not m ake a profit if they 
are forced to live o n weeds and briars. 
Give th e m good g r a ^ a n d they will 
also eat m ore weeds. 
It has been said 
t h a t a sheep can be kept as cheaply as 
a hen, if the hen be kept as she should 
be. 


The violators 
of the oleomargarine

T h e E g g T rade. 
The New York Sun, In an article on 
th e general egg trade, says th a t the 
trade In eggs, their exportation from 
one country to another, has become a 
large item of international commerce, 
as some recent figures show. The case 
of 
D enm ark la in point. 
D enm ark’s 
trade In eggs with foreign countries, 
chiefly with England and Scotland, has 
grown enormously. Tw enty years ago 
the annual Danish export of eggs was 
600,000; now It Is reckoned at 110,000,- 
000. 
In the same period th e im porta­ 
tion of eggs into England has Increased 
tenfold, but only a part of the whole 
num ber come from Denmark, the two 
other egg exporting 
countries 
from 
which England draw s its supplies be­ 
ing Holland and France. 
F rance ex­ 
ports to 
other 
countries 600,000,000 
eggs In a year, and Italy exports 500,- 
000,000 eggs In a year, chiefly to Aus­ 
tria and Germany. 
The poultrym en of 
the United States depend chiefly on the 
enormous home market, and they have 
rivals In the export of American eggs 
In the Canadians, Canada ranking next 
to F rance and Italy and ahead of Den­ 
m ark and Holland as an egg-exporting 
country. 
Canada 
exports 
to 
other 
countries 300,000,000 eggs In a year. 
F or the fiscal year of 1895 the treasury 
figures give the total exports of Amer­ 
ican eggs to foreign countries a t 151,000 
dozen, which is equivalent to 1,812,000 
©8(8(8. In the fiscal year 1896, however, 
the total exportation of American eggs 
increased to 328,000 dozen, or 3,936,000 
eggs, a little more than twice as much. 
The export figures for this year indi­ 
cate a still further increase, and 
a 
m arket for American eggs 
is likely, 
therefore, to bo secured in what the 
political campaign orators are accus­ 
tomed to call, som ewhat vaguely, the 
near future. 
It Is a somewhat curious 
fact that the weight of eggs is m ate­ 
rially larger in northern than iii south­ 
ern climates. 
Canadian eggs, for in­ 
stance, are heavier than those shipped 
from the United States, and eggs In 
tho northern states of this country are 
heavier than those from the south. 
Old Irish Eggs.—And now 
Ireland 
has another grievance 
against E ng­ 
land, and all because of the eggs which 
the former has been sending to the lat­ 
ter country. The English dealers claim 
th at the eggs are more ancient than 
honorable, and have held a meeting to 
express their views. 
The fault is not 
with the hens, but with the owners, 
who, loath to part with the eggs, keep 
them so long th at they are fit only for 
campaign purposes. 
The result is that 
dealers are buying Canadian and con­ 
tinental eggs, and the Irish 
farm ers 
are to be instructed by circular that 
they m ust mend their ways or keep 
their eggs. H ere’s another opening for 
the 
American 
business 
hen.—Rural 
New Yorker. 


Many feeders would he saved bots 
disappointment and loss lf before send­ 
ing in cattle to market they would no­ 
tify their commission house’ what And 
When they are going to ship. Then, it 
the commission m erchant thinks the 
stock would be 
benefited 
by 
longer 
feeding, or th a t the prospect Is un­ 
favorable for the time the feeder ex­ 
pected to have his cattle In, he can so 
advise his client, and thus save him 
from sacrificing his stock or getting In 
at a wrong time. 
Especially is this 
Im portant in November or the begin­ 
ning of winter, when we are 
getting 
half-fat cattle th a t ought to have been 
held back 30 to 60 days longer at least. 
No doubt m any of these look all right 
in the feed lot and appear to have good 
finish, but not 
having 
m atured 
or 
ripened, they practically “ go to pieces” 
on the cars, and In addition to loss 
through heavy shrinkage, 
the 
owner 
has to accept a low price on the m ar­ 
ket. 
We wish every stockm an would 
follow out this plan of giving notice a 
day or so ahead of the time he expects 
to ship. 
It works both to the advan­ 
tage of the shipper and seller. The lat­ 
ter, being on the m arket every day, 
knows Just w hat the m arket 
wants, 
and can judge pretty closely of near 
prospects. 
He is thus able to give his 
client the necessary advice 
and 
in­ 
formation he should have before he 
sends in his stock.

S h ip p in g C a ttle . 
Grass cattle, as a rule, do not ship 
well. 
On the pasture they look well, 
and m any a buyer has been deceived by 
the appearance of a drove of steers in 
a grass field with full bite. 
To ship 
such cattle is a hard task, and it Is in 
variably disappointing, but it has to be 
done. 
W here convenient, It is a good 
plan to place such cattle in a pen and 
feed them hay for a day or two. 
The 
secret of shipping all classes of cattie 
Is to place them on the cars full of feed, 
but with as little moisture as possible 
lf you ship a steer full of w ater he is 
apt to have loose bowels and show up 
in the yards badly. 
Properly handled 
cattle should arrive In the sale pens 
dry behind and ready for a good fill of 
water; not over-thirsty, but In good 
condition to water freely. 
Many of our 
shippers think that by salting their cat­ 
tle, or by feeding them oats, or by other 
scheming, they can fool 
the 
buyers 
This is nonsense. 
The buyers are Just 
as sharp as the owners, and while many 
of them say nothing, you often 
see 
them ride into a pen and out again 
w ithout the courtesy of a bld on this 
account. 
Dozens of times we have seen 
this happen. 
It always acts against 
the shipper to uso unnatural means. To 
eastern buyers it is a m atter of great 
importance that cattle should 
be 
in 
good condition when purchased, so as 
to stand further shipment. W hen cat 
tie drink too freely they are apt to 
founder and break down. 
In this con­ 
dition the dressed-beef m an can use 
them, but it stops competition, and as 
a natural consequence cattle often go 
below their value when in this condi­ 
tion. 
The same rule applies to grain-fed 
cattle, whether in pasture or dry tot, 
as to the above. 
Only they are much 
more easily handled in shipment, and 
do not show much 
distress 
in their 
changed circumstances. 
Ab to feed on 
the road, nothing equals good, sweet 
hay. 
It beats corn or other grains, be­ 
cause it is easily digested and does not 
fever 
the 
animal. 
Simple methods 
and simple feed are the best that can 
be used. 
As to water on the road, it 
is a matter to be decided on according 
to the weather. 
In m idsumm er care 
must be taken to supply anim al wants, 
whereas, in winter a steer can go for 
many hours without a drink. 
Good 
management in this line also calls for 
the arrival of stock at the yards in 
proper time. 
From f> to 8 a. rn. is the 
best time in the day to appear upon 
the 3cene-~the nearer the latter hour 
the better—for cattle especially always 
look better when they are taken off the 
cars and have Just been fed and wa­ 
tered. Then they have a bloom upon 
them which wears off very quickly. - 


T h e Cow Stable. 
Now th a t warm w eather has again 
come, the cow stables m ay receive a t­ 
tention, and be prepared more effec­ 
tively for future occupancy. 
New sta­ 
bles will be built by m any farm ers, and 
in such cases care should be taken to 
consider all things In the plans. 
The 
old Ideas of w hat a cow stable should 
be are now being regarded with suspi­ 
cion. 
The old style cow stable was 
neither light nor cleanly. 
One of the 
popular methods was and Is to have it 
in the barn, running along one side of 
the barn. 
Above the stalls was piled 
fifteen feet of solid hay, and opposite 
was a mow of hay reaching from the 
ground upward for twenty-five or th ir­ 
ty feet. 
This shut off all possibility of 
light on the two sides. 
Usually the 
only light possible was at the end of 
the barn, over the great doors, and the 
window consisted of a single transom 
a foot high and seven feet long, more 
or less. 
In light days when the sun 
was shining a twilight reigned in the 
barn, but on dark days the cattle were 
shut in in a gloomy prison. 
W hen 
work was to be done the doors had to 
be opened to give sufficient light. 
Such was the cow stable of the past, 
and such is largely the cow stable of 
today. 
It is built on the general pur­ 
pose principle. 
It was handy, there is 
no doubt about that. 
Hay, cow and 
m anure were all together in close prox­ 
imity, and if the cow kicked the milker 
there was a general mix-up. The cow’s 
stable of the future will be a very dif­ 
ferent affair. 
In the first place there 
will be light. 
The stable should not 
be so built that all possibilities of light 
m ust be set aside on account of vast 
packs of hay. 
It is better to so build 
that the stable will have sunlight on 
a t least two sides. 
Many are now be­ 
ing so constructed th at the cows prac­ 
tically stand in a house of their own 
connected at one end with the barn, 
where are their food supplies. 
This 
gives room for light in abundance, and 
with light comes dryness to the floors 
and standing places of the cows. 
It is true that such a building will not 
be so warm naturally as a box barn 
packed with hay, but it can be made 
warm enough a t small expense, and it 
is much healthier. 
H ealth and clean­ 
liness are the principal things for which 
we m ust look out, and many other con­ 
siderations can be sacrificed to these.

S h eep In K an sas. 
At a K ansas agricultural convention 
reported for The F arm ers’ Review H. 
M. K irkpatrick talked on how and why 
K ansas should raise 
sheep. 
In 
the 
eastern part of K ansas blue grass has 
obtained a firm foothold and gives a 
good pasture to sheep and other ani­ 
mals. 
In tho western part of 
the 
state the grass is shorter and is large­ 
ly buffalo grass. 
Experience in raising 
sheep is probably more valuable than 
in m ost any other kind of stock rais­ 
ing, for the experience obtained in the 
raising of other anim als is not of much 
value in teaching how to keep sheep. 
I have never known a man that made 
a success of sheep raising abandon the 
business. 
The most Im portant thing 
in sheep breeding 
is 
the 
location; 
breeding even is a lesser considera­ 
tion. Sheep will not lie down in mud, 
and if your barn is not clean and dry 
they will not lie down in it, but will 
sooner seek a snow-covered knoll. Con­ 
fining them to enclosures Is less diffi­ 
cult th an many suppose. I never knew 
one of them to Jump a barbed wire 
fence. A sheep th a t has not been taught 
to creep will be easily stopped by a 
fence of four stands of barbed wire. 
If they have learned the trick they will 
creep through the wires, as their fleece 
is a protection against the barbs. 
It 
Is true that sheep are great scavengers, 
but they will not m ake a profit if they 
are forced to live on weeds and briars. 
Give them good grass and they will 
also eat more weeds.

th a t a sheep can be kept as cheaply as 
a hen, if the hen be kept as she should 
be.
